Washington. Feb. 19th, 1897. 
The silver question and the size of the 
appropriations are the subjects chiefly 
attracting attention in Washington this 
week. The silver question ha* received 
attention both at the House and Senate 
ends of the Capitol, and tbe dotermina 
tion of the Republican leaders to carry 
out the pledges of the platferm adopted 
at St. Louis has been clesrly shown by 
levelopraents in House and Senate. 
Senator Chandler, w hose earnest speech 
In favor of bimetallism throng interna- 
tional action attrseted much attention, is 
the exponent of a very stiong sentiment 
throughout the East upon this subject. 
Those who assume lhat the Eastern Re 
publicans are opposed to bimetallism, es 
rtecially if brought about through inter 
national action, are entirely mistaken, 
and they would recognize that fact if 
they could come in contact with such 
men as Senators Hoar, Chandler, Gallin- 
ger. and others, Speaker Reed, and lead 
log members of the House from the Mid 
die and New Eagland States. One fact 
which had been overlooked has just beeo 
brought to tbe attention of those study 
ing the Bilver question here, and that is 
the unanimity with which tbe Hepubli- 
can State Conventions in the states East 
of tbe Allegheniea declared for interna 
lional action on tbe silver question in 
their 1896 platforms.

ABOUT APPROPRIATIONS. 

Tbe size of the appropriations made by 
tbe present Congress Is tbe subject of 
Some comment here this week, as is al- 
ways the fact during the closing weeks 
of a session of Congress. The charge is 
being made that the appropriations of 
this Republican Congress are extrave 
gantly large. While this cannot be prop 
ery denominated a "Republican Con 
gross" iu the full sense of the word, it is 
a fact that the House of Representatives, 
which originates the appropriation bills, 
is a Hepublican body and thus reudering 
tw a certain degree Hepublican Represen 
tatives responsible for the actions of this 
Cungress so far as relate to appropria 
tions. It is probable that the appropria 
lions of the Mill Congress will be as 
large as those of any Congress which has 
preceded it And it is net surprising that 
this should be the case. Indeed it is al 
most impossible that it should be other- 
wise. The population of tbe United 
States has. to begin with, increased M 
percent in the last ten years. With a 
population increasing at tbe rate of more 
than a million a year, it is natural that 
the expenses should also increase at a 
rapid rate. Even tbe natural growth of 
necessary expenses would fully Justify
